Will the Romulus Community School 
District be next? 

It could happen in Romulus, warn 
school officials who have organized an 
all-out effort to educate and inform resi- 
dents on the seriousness of the pending 
bond proposal 


Voters in the school district will be 
asked to approve a multi-million dollar 
proposition which will allow and give the 
school district authority to sell bonds 
and pay off present debts with antici- 
pated tax dollars. 


If the residents turn down the propos- 
al. which will appear on the Nov. 3 bal- 


lot. school officials say that schools will 
close It. happened in Alpena last Fri- 
day. and on Monday, when Taylor resi- 
dents refused to pass a tax package, 
school officials in that community have 
gone on record as saying that schools 
will clo^e next month 
In anticipation “for the worst”. 
Romulus school officials have mailed 


out letters to each and every school em- 
ployee. warning them of I he consequ- 
ences of a no’ vote on Nov 3. 


That certified letter reads: 

On Monday. October 12 1981. the 
Romulus Community Schools Board of 
Education, meeting in regular session, 
voted to notify all school district em- 


ployees that if the November 3. 1981 
bond proposal is not approved by the 
voters, then effective January 4. 1982 
schools will be closed for an indefinite 
period of time 

Further, effective that date you shall 
not report to work or be paid until noti- 
fied otherwise You are also notified 
schools mav be closed before January 4 


1982 if the school district becomes insol- 
vent and is unable to secure employees 
and employee unions agreement to 
work without pay v . 

• We regret that tips action is neces- 
sary ”

State Senator John C. Her- 
tel has launched a petition 
drive which would place on 
the ballot an amendment to 
Act No. 328 of the Public Acts 
of 1931 that would provide a 
criminal penalty of five years 
in addition to any other penal- 
ty for anyone committing or 
attempting to commit a 
felony against anyone 60 
year's of age or older — — — 


In his drive to place the 
amendment on the ballot, 
Hertel stated : “We have been 
raised to believe that our 
country is the “land of the 
free... yet, each year more 
and more Americans over 60 
years of age are no longer 
free in their own neighbor- 
hoods.’’ 


Hertel said that criminals 
prey on the elderly because 
senior citizens usually can’t 
fight back, therefore, the 
penalty for attacking the 
elderly should warrant grea- 
ter punishment.

If there were any doubts how Mayor 
William Oakley stood on the proposed 
sludge plant in this city, they were re- 
moved last week at the regular City 
Council meeting. 

Challenged by Councilman Ed Rush to 
make his position clear on the proposed 
plant. Mayor Oakley came out and said 
he wak against DetRo’s proposed plant. 

“I have heard several commentscom- 
mending you, Mr. Mayor, on opposing 
the expansion of the landfill in Canton 
Township.” Rush said, ‘and 1 also ap- 


plaud you in your efforts. Many have 
read the letter that you wrote in oppos- 
ing the landfill, however. I would like to 
know how you stand on Detro’s proposed 
plant in our city.” 

The mayor was quick to reply that he 
opposed DetRo’s plans to build a multi- 
million dollar plant that would refine 
Detroit’s sludge and create fertilizer 

Mayor Oakley called Woodland 
Meadows Landfill in Canton’s expan- 
sion plans “detrimental to the area” . He 
pointed out that if the owners of the land- 


fill received permission to expand, it 
“would effect the northwest corner of 
Romulus, the area of the city which 
would be heavily impacted, and an area 
zoned R-1A. Single Family Residential. 


DetRo officials have been unsuccess- 
fully trying to receive permission to 
build a plant in Romulus, and after a 
year of frustrations have gone to court 
for satisfaction Attorneys from the city 
and Detro are awaiting the court s rul- 
ing in the Detro case.

Romulus City Council and residents 
will be able to hear what the three com- 
peting Cable TV firms have to offer the 
city during public hearings scheduled 
next w eek in the Romulus council cham- 
bers 

Three firms, Comcast Cablevision, 
Omnicom of Plymouth, and Barden 
Cablevision of Inkster are seeking the 
Romulus franchise and council is sche- 
duled to make a decision on which of the 
three will build the local system. 

The public hearing is scheduled for 7 
p.m.. Wed., Oct. 28. 

Council and the public will hear pre- 
sentations by the three firms They will 
be able to ask questions and clear up any 
misunderstandings they have able 
cable. 

Omnicom is a Capital Cities Cable TV 
subsidiary, currently building systems 
in Belleville and Canton Township and 
has systems in operation in Plymouth 

Barden Cable picked up franchises in 
Inkster and Oak Park and is the first 
minority-ow ned cable TV system 

Comcast is presently constructing 
cable systems in Van Buren and Sump- 
ter Townships and has been in the Cable 
TV business for 20 years. 

The rates for the system vary on what 
the subscriber wishes to view and how 
many “extras” the customer desires. 
Comcast ’s basic rate for 58 channel sys- 
tem plus H.B.O. (first run movies) is 
$14 45, and according to Comcast repre- 
sentatives is the lowest of the three bid- 
ders 

Omnicom president Pete Newell said 
that his company had completed an in- 
dependent survey of the city to deter- 
mine its rate structure. 


“We did a survey of Romulus to see 
exactly how many miles there were, in 
other words, how many miles of cable 
would have to be run and exactly how 
many homes would be served, by that 
many miles of cable. 

“And we came up with some numbers 
that were significantly different from 
those that we had originally been pro- 
vided,” Newell continued” so we have 
done our ow n analysis of costs to build 
the system based on our numbers. 

“If our numbers are wrong, then 
obviously we re going to build it for less, 
but there’s less density of homes and 
more cable mileage than what the city 
has told us,” Newell concluded

Sgt. John Slenk, who 
spearheaded the investigation for the 
Michigan State Police, said Monday 
that the charge stems from Folmar’s 
issuance of a fireworks' permit to an 
individual last June for $250. monies 
which allegedly never were received in 
city coffers. The Romulus Police De- 
partment had requested an investiga- 
tion of the matter by the state police, 
Slenk reported 

The results of that investigation 
prompted the Wayne County Prosecu- 
tor’s Office to issue a warrant for Fol- 
mar’s arrest on Oct 6, Slenk said. 

A candidate for mayor in the Nov 3 
election. Folmar is the only city clerk 
Romulus has had in its 11-year history, 
having been the first to serve in the posi- 
tion in 1970 and having won reelection 
ever since 

If convicted. Folmar could be sent- 
enced to a jail term of up to 10 years 

Folmar was not available for com- 
ment

Schools to host ‘Open 
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Capital punishment

Patterson says there’s only one way 


j 

to deter crime

“My purpose is to reinstate capital 
punishment in Michigan and thereby 
raise the risks for murder so high that 
fewer and fewer people will be w illing to 
take the risk and commit the crime 

With these words to the Canton Rotary 
Club Monday, Oakland County Prosecu- 
• tor L Brooks Patterson continued his 
statewide petition drive to invoke the 
death penalty for those w ho commit first 
degree murder 

» “The penalty for murder must be in 
proportion to the gravity of the offense, 
or how else do we denounce such a 
heinous crime?” He asked the large 
Rotary Club audience at the Formation 
Forum Restaurant. 

Dressed in a conservative 3-piece 
gray suit, the articulate Patterson, who 
is an announced candidate for governor, 
described several grisly murders he has 
dealt with in the past few' years. His 
speech Monday was one of 600 he will 
bring in his determined effort to get 
f capital punishment reinstated in 
Michigan. 

Three police officers and nine citizens 
killed by men out on parole. 

That’s what Patterson claims is the 
driving force behind his determination 
to get capital punishment reinstituted in 
Michigan. It’s a statewide petition drive 
he promised he would never undertake 
again. 

4 A few’ years ago I led the statewide 
peition drive that put Parole Reform 
(Proposal B) on the ballot. Parole re- 
form, as an issue, passed overwhel- 
mingly in the November, 1978 election. 
Today, as a result of that petition drive, 
felons convicted of violent crimes in 
Michigan will have to serve at least the 
minimum term imposed by the judge 
before they become eligible for parole. 
No more early release through time off 
for good behavior, said Patterson, who 
was first elected to the Oakland County 
Prosecutor’s job in 1972. 

He was re-elected in 1976 and 1980. de- 
feating his opposition by a 2-to-l margin 

“Over a period of two years 1 w as able 
to recruit 10,000 volunteers to assist in 
the circulation of petitions. I have near- 
ly 1200 speechs on the subject of Parole 
Reform and raised about $16,000 for 
printing costs and postage. At the end of 
that two years I w'as physically ex- 
hausted. I said that 1 w ould never lead a 
petition drive again because it was too 
demanding.” 

Patterson said , how ever , that the gris- 
ly. callous murders of policemen and 
citizens changed his mind. 

4 Tm about to undertake the same 
schedule, making the same number of 
speeches, traveling the same long 
roads, away from home seven nights a 
week. But I won t do it without a com- 
mitment from you, the Michigan Public. 

‘‘After ten years in the Oakland Coun- 
ty Procecutor’s Office. 1 have come to 
the conclusion that the criminal justice 
system in this state fails to protect the 
public. The system does not deter, it 
does not punish, it does not rehabilitate, 
and worst of all. it utterly fails to pro- 
tect 

4, It is time to reinstate Captial Punish- 
ment in Michigan for the crime of first 
degree felony murder.” 

The well-dressed business people lis- 
• tened attentively as Patterson de- 
scribed four or five murders in grue- 
> some detail 

• In 1973, A police officer, comes upon 
a gas station being robbed late at night, 
and is shot in the heart and killed by tw r o 
escaped robbers already sentenced to 
life imprisonment. Patterson said he 


promised the two men they would get 
life imprisonment for killing the officet 

“They nudged each other when I said 
that and laughed What’s another life 
sentence to someone who already has 
been sentenced to life imprisonment ’ 
Patterson asked the audience 

• On another day a little II year-old 
girl is playing in her front yard Sudden 
ly a truck stops, a man jumps out and 
grabs the child whose only defense 
against the attacker is to cry and 
scream. She s pulled into the cab ol the 
truck still screaming and kicking. 

“Two days later, miles away she is 
found floating in a marshy swamp, her 
neck broken, her innocense ravaged by 
rape and sodomy The autopsy con- 
cludes death by strangulation 

• An attractive 20-year-old female 
clerk, working alone in a Quick Pik 
store, is a victim of a armed robbery 
She’s taken hostage in a last minute de- 
cision Her body is found later in a field, 
beaten and swollen, the object of a fren- 
zied knife attack 

“Later, when statements are taken 
from the accused, it is discovered that 
after she was raped and her throat 
slashed and her body punctured with re- 
peated plunges of the knife, she limply 
had raised her hand and grabbed the 
arm of her attacker and begged for 
death The coward accommodated and 
plunged the knife down her throat 

Patterson said the defendant’s own 
words were: 4 ‘I twisted it until blood 
spurted out.” 

• Two walk-aways from a Marquette 
Prison Farm commandeered a vehicle 
in their escape effort and take as hos- 
tage a mother of five When her useful- 
ness as a hostage is over and she realizes 
that escape is impossible, she falls to her 
knees, clasps her hands and begs for her 
life because “I’ve got five children at 
home who need me.” 

The prison trustee raised his stolen 
rifle, put the cold barrel on the forehead 
of this pleading w oman and very simply 
blew' the top of her head off. Patterson 
said 

• Patterson also described how 
Steven Judy, the last person executed 
for murder, killed a mother and her 
three small children in a neighboring 
state. He told how Judy took the mother 
from her car. raped her and then killed 
her in front of her children, ages four, 
three and two. 

Then, one by one. he took the small 
children and drowned them in a nearby 
creek 

“What if the judge, for instance, 
would have fined Judy five dollars?” 
Patterson asked. “Wouldn’t your sense 
of justice be outraged? What if he fined 
him $5,000° What if he sentenced him to 
one year for the crime ? My question is. 
how can you put a price on human life ? 

The outspoken prosecutor said that 
Ohio reinstituted the death penalty on 
Monday of this week. That makes 39 
states that have gone back to capital 
punishment I want Michigan to be the 
40th.” he said 

Th Oakland County Proseeutuor in- 
formed the Rotarians he needs 320.000 
petition signatures of registered voters 
by June, 1982 in order to have the capital 
punishmen issue placed on the Novem- 
ber 1982 ballot. 

In a question-and-answer session af 
ter his speech , Patterson w as asked if he 
had opponents to his push for capital 
punishment 

“The State Department of Correc- 
tions says we have strong enough 
punishment he answered * The penal- 
ty now for first degree murder is life 
imprisonment without chance for 


parole But only 25 per cent ol murderers 
sentenced to life imprisonment serve 
out their full term Patterson ponnted 
out 

He named the American Civil Liber 
ties Union (ACLU) as anolhc'i lorceful 
opponent of his drive for capital punish 
ment 

But Patterson cited studies done by 
Issaac Ehrlich and Gordon Tullock two 
expert econometricians, who slat is 
tiacally demonstrated that ( apilal 
Punishment does deter crime 
• Ehrlich, in a study entitled The Detei 
rent Effect ol Capital Punishment A 
Question of Life or Death maintains 
that for every execution. 17 future vic- 
tims lives will be spui ed 

The United Slates Supreme Court, 
Patterson said used Erlich s malhinia-

gives them a chance to get together 
and see they’re not by themselves 
Hauler said 

The dinner meetings start oil with the 
Pledge of Allegiance, w hich is followed 
by a guest speaker like this month’s 
Garden City Mayor Vincent Fordell 
who discussed the changing times in 
government 

The discussion also centers on what 
basic training bettei known as boot 
camp, will be like and w hat kind of train- 
ing the recruits will receive Questions 
usually center on those areas, and we 
answer as many as we can. he ex- 
palined. admitting that every now and 
then he is asked how many ships are in 
the U S Navy lie answers matter of 
factly: I don t know 
The recruiting station is situated on 
Ford Road in Garden City, and while the 
recruiters canvass much of Western 
Wayne County they concentrate in West 
land. Garden Cits and Romulus 
Presently, the station has 30 persons

It’s time again for Michigan to reap- 
portion its legislative districts on a one- 
person one vote basis 
The State Consitituion requires that 
this be done every 10 years as soon as the 
federal dicennial census of the state and 
its political subdivisions is available 
Under the procedure set up in the Con- 
stitution. the task of drawing up the dis- 
trict boundaries on a population basis is 
the responsibility of an eight-member 
commission composed of four members 
from each political party and selected 
from four different sections of the state 
— the Upper Peninsula, northern part of 
the lower peninsula, southwestern 
Michigan and southeastern Michigan 
The four Republicians and four Demo- 
crats comprising the commission are 
selected by their respective state party 
organizations 

The Constitution says that commis- 
sion will be convened by the Secretary of 
State within .30 days of the availability of 
the census data needed for the commis- 
sion to do its job After that official act. 
the “clock” starts running and the com- 
mission has 180 days to complete its 
work 

The state reapportionment commis- 
sion has been appointed and has actual- 
ly been meeting since June But eh 180- 
day “clock” has not yet started ticking 
because the members representing the 
two policial parties disagree over the 
availability of the census data needed 
for them to complete their work 
The Republicians claim enough data 
is available for the work to start The 
Democrats say the necessary data is not 
in yet, and what they have to work with 
has a lot of errors in it 
Specifically, the Democratic mem- 


bers say there are three kinds of census 
data errors: areas on the map with no 
corresponding tabular data; tabular 
data with no spot on the map for it ; and 
boundary problems between districts. 
The U S. Census Bureau is working on 
these problems but they have not been 
resolved yet 

The final apportionment and district- 
ing plan must be published within 30 
days after its adoption by the commis- 
sion and becomes law 60 days after pub- 


lication 

This entire process must be com- 
pleted by early spring to allow candi- 
dates for the various House seats fufTi- 
cient time to circulate their petitions 
prior to the filing deadline in June 1982.

House clears mobile home 
owners ‘bill of rights’ 


The State House has approved a series of bills which 
more clearly spells out the rights of mobile home park 
residents and their landlords 
Under the bills, mobile home park tenants would 
have the clear right to sell their homes in the park, 
while mobile park landlords could recover their pre- 
mises if a tenant violated a lease. 

Another bill in the set would give law enforcement 
agencies the authority to enforce traffic ordinances in 
a mobile home park. 

Under existing law, a landlord may serve a notice of 
eviction to a tenant which will require the tenant to 
turn over to the landlord the property he or she has 
been using within 30 days. 

However, the 30-day notice procedure applies only if 
there is no lease agreement If so, the landlord need 
give no reason for the eviction If the notice is given for 
non-payment of rent, the creation of a health hazard or 
continuing damage to the property the tenant can be 
required to leave within seven days. 

This law also applies to owners of mobile homes who 
rent lots in mobile home parks 
Mobile home owners, however, when served with a

notice to leave, face far greater difficulties than do the 
tenants of rented housing . The entire dw elling must be 
moved at considerable expense and a new lot must be 
found — which is not easy because there is a shortage 
of such lots in Michigan. 

The mobile home owner may even be forced to put 
the home in storage and rent an apartment while sear- 
ching for a new home site. 

One of the bills would protect mobile home owners 
against arbitrary expulsion from mobile home parks 

The bill would permit a mobile home park owner or 
operator to obtain a summary judgment repossessing 
the site only if the home owner was in violation of state 
health requirements, was not maintaining the home in 
reasonable condition, or for non-payment of rent. 

There has arisen within the last year some legal 
questions as to the right of a mobile home park resi- 
dent to sell his or her mobile home on the site There 
w r as, particularly, the question as to whether the park 
owner could refuse to allow an on-site sale because of 
the age of the mobile home 

One of the bills would make it legally clear that a 
mobile home’s age or size could not be used as the sole 
reason for refusing to allow' an on-site sale by the 
owner or for refusing to allow the mobile home to 
remain on the site. 

The bill also lists a number of other items which a 
mobile home park landlord could not legally do. 

It requires that written park rules be applied equal- 
ly to all tenants. 

A mobile home park landlord could charge a reason- 
able fee of not more than $30 to inspect a home before it 
is sold. 

A landlord could not prevent the sale of a mobile 
home on site, at a price set by the owner, to any pur- 
chaser However, the purchaser would have to be 
qualified for tenancy and the mobile home w r ould have 
to meet the conditions of written park rules.

Gov. Milliken seek fed aid for storm damage 


Gov. William G Milliken said he has 
asked President Reagan to provide 
emergency relief to help Michigan com- 
munities, businesses and individuals to 
cope with more than $200 million in dam- 
age caused by the torrential rains of 
Sept. 30- Oct l 

Milliken submitted to the President 
damage assessment data and other in- 
formation that was not available when 
he first sought an emergency declara- 
tion, Oct. 2. 

The most recent rainstorm, ' falling 
on ground already saturated with re- 
cord rain for the month of September, 
caused extensive flooding and other wa- 
ter-related problems throughout the 


area.” Milliken wrote. 

“Basements were flooded, power out- 
ages were widespread, bridges and 
viaducts were flooded, standing water 
blocked intersections, farmers* fields 
were inundated and roadways and 
drainage ditches were washed out,” he 
added 

Affected were the counties of Wayne. 
Clinton. Genesee. Gratiot. Ionia, Kent, 
Lapeer. Lenawee, Livingston. Macomb, 
Monroe. Montcalm, Oakland. Saginaw, 
Sanilac. Shiawassee and Tuscola. 

The total damage figure of $208.5 mil- 
lion included public damage of $4 94 mil- 
lion, private damage of $42 16 million 
and agricultural damage of $161 4 mil- 


lion In another 14 counties, agricultural 
damage so far has been estimated at 
$47.4 million — bringing the total dam 
age for the month to $255 9 million 

Milliken also has written to the Small 
Business Administration (SBA), seek- 
ing an SBA Disaster Declaration and the 
U S. Department of Agriculture, seek- 
ing an Agricultural Disaster designa- 
tion The agriculture disaster is being 
handled separately and the final request 
cannot be submitted until the harvest is 
in and final figures are compiled. 

Milliken said that the departments of 
State Police. Public Health and Natural 
Resources and the Executive Office pro- 
vided a variety of services to local units 


and individuals 

Local units, he added, reported ex- 
penses of $338,000 "for which federal 
reimbursement is either unauthorized 
or will not be requested 

The state, in the middle of an econo- 
mic recession, with less to spend in Fis- 
cal Year 1981 than in the previous year, 
is hard-pressed to cover these and other 
costs. 

County roads have been particularly 
hard hit, he said, while gasoline and 
weight tax revenues, the traditional 
source for road maintenance funds.

• I find that the necessary response to 
alleviate the existing situation was 
beyond the capabilities of the state and 
affected local governments,” Milliken 
wrote. "Accordingly, federal assistance 
is requested for the 18-county disaster- 
affected area as follows: 

"(1) Contributions to local govern- 
ments for emergency work and services 
pursuant to Public Law 93-288. Section 
306(a) for the removal of health and 
safety threats such as washed-out roads 
and culverts and damaged storm sew- 


ers and county drains. 

“(2) Low interest Disaster Recovery 
and Economic Injury Loans by the 
Small Business Administration for dam- 
age to homes, businesses and farms. 

“(3) Low interest loans by the U S. 
Department of Agriculture for damage 
to croplands ” 

Milliken added that it has taken sever- 
al weeks to bring community life back to 
normal and requested that the Presi- 
dent either declare a disaster or extend 
other appropriate relief under the Dis- 
aster Relief Act of 1974

Dear Dr. Elwart, 

Q: What is the Neurocalograph (shown in last 
week's picture) used for? 

A: The* Neurocalograph is a sensitive instrument that 
detects temperature differences along the spine. In our 
office it is run along the spine, and when we see a 
temperature difference, that indicates nerve pressure 
The chiropractor uses these readings as part of his 
evaluation to determine If the patient has nerve press- 
ure.

• He said the new’ training program will enable 
WWOCBR members to better counsel sellers on pre- 
paring their homes to be efficient energy users as an 
aid in attracting buyers It will also help them serve 
buyers in choosing homes that can be operated w ithin 
assigned housing budgets, he added 

Part of a nationwide Realtor program . the program 
could help homeowners save as much as 50 percent on 
their annual energy bills, according to government 
officials. Residential energy use now accounts for ab- 
out 20 percent of national requirements. 

“On a nationwide basis, we expect this program to 
involve 100.000 Realtors within the next two years.” 
Shimmin said. “The $10 million cost in time, effort and 
resources could lead to a saving of nearly a million 
barrels of oil daily throughout the decade. 

“Realtors meet somewhere between five and 10 
million homeow’ners and buyers in an average year.

The limousine in which President John F. Kennedy 
was assassinated will be featured in a Henry Ford 
Museum special exhibit on presidential vehicles, 
opening Oct 24 and continuing for one year 

“The Presidents's Car: Providing Visibility and 
Protection for the Chief Executive” will feature five 
presidential vehicles from the Museum s Transporta- 
tion Collection The exhibit will focus on the conflict 
ing demands of visibility and protection for the presi- 
dent in public processions 

In addition to the 1961 Lincoln used by President 
[Kennedy, the exhibit will feature two other important 
[presidential parade vehicles. The 1939 “Sunshine Spe- 
cial” Lincoln was used by Presidents Franklin D 
•Roosevelt and Harry S Truman The 1950 Lincoln Cos- 
mopolitan “Bubble top" was used by Presidents Tru- 
man, Eisenhower. Kennedy and Johnson. 

Two other Presidential vehicles will also be exhi- 
bited. A 1902 Brougham was used by President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and was in White House service until 
1928 A 1909 Baker Electric was part of the first White 
House fleet of motor-driven vehicles purchased dur- 
ing the administration of William Howard Taft The 
Electric was used by Mrs Taft and the wives of the 
next three presidents. 

American presidents, as leaders of a democracy, 
try to make themselves available to the public In 
motor processions, they want to be seen But presi- 
dents are also potential assassination targets and 
•must be protected in public situations These two de- 
mands have been important in the design of parade 
vehicles for the president. 

“The President s Car” uses three presidential 
limousines from the Henry Ford Museum collection to 
show how these demands are satisfied. The exhibit 
explores the impact of assassinations and assassina- 
tion attempts as well as the technical steps taken to 
prevent assassinations. 

The Sunshine Special was a standard 1939 Lincoln 
with a modified roofline to accomodate the disabled 
President Roosevelt When the United States entered 
World War II. it was felt necessary to modify the • Sun- 
shine Special" to protect the president against possi- 


ble attack. In 1942, the car was armor plated and out- 
fitted with one-inch thick glass and bullet-proof tires. 
The extra armor brought the car's weight to 9.300 lbs 

The 1950 Lincoln Cosmopolitan was the only con- 
vertible in a fleet of 10 Lincolns leased to the White 
House during Truman s administration This official 
parade car was outfitted with special disappearing 
steps on each side of the rear fenders and special 
chrome hand grips for Secret Service men 

During the Eisenhower administration, this con- 
vertible became famous as the “Bubble-top " The 
four-piece, plexiglass cover for the rear passenger 
seat was Eisenhower’s idea. He conceived the idea 
while riding through Richmond, Va It was raining 
and the car s convertible top was up The people along 
the route couldn t see the president and this bothered 
Eisenhower. He suggested the transparent covering 
and it was installed in 1954 

The 1961 Kennedy car was also designed w ith visibil- 
ity in mind. One of its many innovations w f as a rear 
seat that could be raised 10*2 inches It also had foot 
stands for Secret Service men The limousine w r as 
equipped w'ith three roofs — a metal top. a fabric top 
and a plastic •‘bubble-top" The car was originally 
painted a navy blue rather than the traditional black 

President Kennedy as assassinated while riding 
in this car in a motorcade through Dallas, Tex. on Nov 
22. 1963 

President Lyndon B Johnson had the car rebuilt 
and updated by Ford Motor Company and Hess & 
Eisenhardt. w ? ho had collaborated on the original car 
The car was armored and painted black It was first 
used by Johnson in October, 1964 and later used by 
Presidents Nixon. Ford and Carter 

The exhibit will show examples of armor plating and 
armor fabric. Photographs will show the original con- 
struction of the Kennedy car and the rebuilding after 
the assassination. 

Another section of the exhibit will deal w'ith the so- 
cial impact of assassination attempts. 

The Kennedy car will be on view for the first time 
since it was officially retired from White House ser- 
vice in 1977.

Seniors must ‘fight’ 
for what they need 

We often read and hear of the economy's effect on the lives of 
senior citizens, those who can least afford rising prices and fixed 
incomes. 

Not only have the seniors been hit in their individual pocket- 
books, they have seen a number of social services substantially 
reduced in their communities, programs of interest to the elder- 
ly such as Meals on Wheels. Homemaker Programs, aid to the 
visually handicapped and others. Many have felt helpless, right- 
fully so, at the avalanche of cutbacks in recent times. 

The Westland seniors have seen enough. F aced with the loss of 
nearly all city-sponsored programs for the elderly, they have 
received permission to put their plight before the voters on Nov. 
3. 

A proposition on the general election ballot in Westland seeks a 
city charter amendment that would allow' the city to levy an 
additional 33/100ths of one mill for 10 years "exclusively for 
providing activities and/or services to older persons." Approval 
would protect senior citizens programs in Westland from the 
whims of bureaucrats at any level of government for the next 
decade. 

A noble cause, in our eyes. We urge the senior citizens to wage 
a vigorous campaign to inform the voters of the importance 
attached to this proposition. If properly presented to the electo- 
rate, we are confident the proposal will be approved despite 
trends towards defeat of any tax request. 

For it is our view that voters will support services that are 
earmarked for a specific cause rather than the elusive catch-all, 
"general fund.” Most citizens are well aware of the need to 
protect the human dignity of the “golden years.” 

We certainly are. Westland voters are urged to say "Yes to 
the proposed charter amendment on Nov. 3. Only then will local 
senior citizens no longer be forced to beg for monies that keep 
worthwhile programs viable.

Poland is a study in paradoxes — 
ominally Marxist yet deeply religious : 
isdainful of the Soviet Union, yet de- 
endent on the Soviets for its economic 
liability; moving toward a quasi- 
emocratic system more rapidly than 
ny Western observer could predict, yet 
ncertain where this road will take her 
The Polish economy is in shambles, 
‘eople form lines automatically when 
meat truck pulls up at a butcher s 
hop 

The unofficial rate of exchange for the 
^olish zloty is ten times higher than the 
(Tidal rate A government official con- 
Idently advised me that the official ex* 
flange rate will be halved, to reflect 
urrent realities.” 

The barter economy has reappeared 
tne Pole I met needed two cans of motor 
pi for this small car — the price was one 
ottle of vodka ! 


Coffee is available only in hard cur- 
rency stores, but the vegetables from 
Poland s potentially productive agri- 
cultural sector are in plentiful supply, 
now that the crops are being harvested 
The coal will run out this winter, be- 
cause the production rate in Silesian 
mines is down substantially. If it is a 
cold winter. watch for more strikes and 
riots 

Yet there is a certain realism here 
One outspoken professor (and. it 
seemed to me that all Poles are out- 
spoken) said. The Communist Party 
has ruined the Polish economy, not the 
Polish people He continued We need 
to try the free enterprise system, so we 
can learn how* initiative works to help 
the individual 

The problem in all this, a young jour- 
nalist told me is that the Polish people 
might lose faith in both the newly res- 
tructured Communist Party and in 
Solidarity, the independent trade un- 
ion The Poles are patient people.” he 
said, but if we become too busy with 
meeting our basic necessities of life. w r e 
will lose the advantages we already 
have gained and fall back into the old 
ways.

Welfare migration study produces ‘facts’ 


Only about 3 5 percent of all appli- 
ants for public aid in this state fall into 
sub-category labelled most likely to 
ave moved to Michigan to get higher 
welfare benefits, according to pre- 
minarv findings of an August study by 
ne state Department of Social Services 
The sub-group was defined as persons 
/ho came from states with lower Aid to 
'amilies with Dependent Children 
AFDC) or General Assistance (GA) 
ayments. who applied for welfare here 
within three months of arriving, and 
yho had either never lived in Michigan 
►r who had previously resided here for 
ess than one year 

By comparison . 83 1 percent of the ap 
ilicants surveyed had been Michigan 
•esidents for more than a year About 
3.4 percent of the applicants 'the re 
nainder of the study group ' also mi- 


grated to Michigan but most of them 
had lived here previously for a year or 
more, as well. 

Of all who migrated to Michigan and 
applied for welfare in August, most 
came from Texas (12 7 percent). Flor 
• ida ( 10 0 percent » or California <6.5 per 
cent), according to the preliminary re- 
port Ohio (6.0 percent). Illinois (5 6). 
Oklahoma and Indiana i4 3). Wisconsin 
and Alabama (3 8> and Arizone (3.0) fol- 
lowed California and Wisconsin have 
similar or high r welfare benefits than 
Michigan The other stales generally 
have lower public aid payments 

Among those who fell into the high- 
probability sub-group of moving to 
Michigan for its higher welfare benefits, 
most came from Ohio (13 1 percent! 
Illinois 1 12.3) or Alabama (8 5) The rest 
of the sub category came from Florida 


(6 9 percent). Texas (6.2). Indiana (5 4). 
Missouri and Mississippi '4 6). Ken- 
tucky (3.8) or Arizona (3.1) All of those 
states offer lower AFDC and GA be- 
nefits than Michigan 
About 70 percent of all migrating ap 
p 1 i c a n t s (including the high- 
probability " group) reported that they 
had lived in Michigan before for at least 
one year More significant perhaps, 
was the study indication that among 
those who came here from Texas. Flor 
ida and California (the top three contri- 
buting states) . 82 percent said they had 
lived in Michigan previously for a year 
or more F rom the four states on or near 
Michigan's borders 'Ohio Illinois. Indi- 
ana and Wisconsin) only 54 percent of 
the applicants claimed prior Michigan 
residency 

Apparently there is a rebound 


population of migrants.' the report 
suggested That is. among the large 
numbers of Michigan residents who 
leave for the sunbelt, many return to 
their home state -Michigan ' 

The study also showed that only 29 8 
percent of the migrating applicants 
used welfare in their previous state of 
residence while 70.2 percent reported 
that they did not receive public aid else- 
where Even among the high- 
probability ' sub-group, only 39 1 per 
cent said they received welfare in their 
state or origin: 60 9 percent did not re 
eeive assistance elsewhere 
The preliminary report was based 
upon 3.719 complete responses to a ques- 
tionnaire given to all applicants for 
AFDC and GA in every Michigan county 
during August 'about 36.000 > The pre- 
liminary results were taken from the 


first two weeks of August only The re- 
maining completed responses will be 
tabulated and used in the final report 
which is expected to be done in De- 
cember 

The survey was conducted in local 
DSS offices around the state by indi- 
vidual intake workers who asked the ap- 
plicants the questions and filled out the 
answers given by the clients 

The preliminary report was based 
upon an essentially non-random sample 
— large counties such as Wayne tend to 
be under-represented, the report noted 
The final report will include county-by- 
county data 

The study was ordered by MDSS 
Director John T Dempsey in late June 
after state Representative Lad Stacey 
sponsored a House Concurrent Resolu- 
tion that called for record keeping by 


DSS on a suspected influx of welfare re- 
cipients moving to Michigan from near- 
by states with lower benefits. 

“I think these preliminary results 
show that the extent of the alleged wel- 
fare migration into Michigan has been 
vastly exaggerated ” Dempsey said to- 
day. “Among other things, it suggests 
that much of what some people see as an 
influx of out-of-state applicants is. in 
fact, long-time Michigan residents re- 
turning home after looking for jobs or 
new lives elsewhere and being dis- 
appointed 

It would be a shame to cut our sub- 
poverty level benefits for 96.5 percent of 
our public aid recipients just to discour- 
age the other 3.5 percent who may or 
may not have come here because we 
offer higher payments in two programs 
than some other states do

TLC (Total Living Center) is a way of 
life — it’s home for the nearly 300 resi- 
dents that live at the two facilities 
The TLC’s, located at 4427 Venoy in 
Wayne and at 22950 Northline Road in 
Taylor, are “homes' in every sense for 
these individuals who are severely to 
profoundly retarded and physically 
handicapped 

While it is not feasible that these indi- 
viduals could ever be totally indepen- 
dent. the homes provide extensive ther- 
apy and training so that each resident 
can reach their fullest potential 
Their campaign to help each resident 
become as independent as possible will 
be heightened this year because it is the 
International Year of the Disabled 
Person Proclaimed such by the Un- 
ited Nations and celebrated by countries 
throughout the world, this year is in 
tended to bring a new awareness to the 
public of the handicappers needs 
For each disabled individual, those 


needs will be unique so people partici- 
pating in the IYDP will be involved in 
various activities Some will be fighting 
for extended rights in government, 
others will be spreading information ab- 
out handicap services that are available 
and still others will be teaching the pub 
lie about their lifestyles. 

For the residents of the Total Living 
Centers, their individual goals will dif- 
fer but they ’re all striving toward a com- 
mon goal of attaining full community 
participation 

Our goal is to make them as indepen- 
dent as possible,” Paula Ingalls, Habi- 
litative Nursing Coordinator at the 
Wayne facility, explains. We want to 
acclimate our residents to the com- 
munity.” 

She added that it is not something to be 
achieved overnight The community is 
not ready to accept all of our residents 
just yet but things are improving.” 

Until recently there was virtually no 
involvement from the community with 
individuals having similar disabilities 
as the TLC residents. The public s reac- 
tion to seeing the TLC residents is often 
one of misunderstanding, Ms Ingalls 
stated 


“Often a resident will reach out to a 
person walking by just because she or he 
wants a hug.” Ms. Ingalls continued 
“That person might not understand and 
think that the resident was trying to 
harm them.” 

The public s reaction isn't always one 
of withdrawal Ms Ingalls recalls the 
first time some of their residents went 


shopping as an outing with the school 
program. * By the time we got back to 
the school, the kids had collected bal- 
loons, candy bars and one even got a 
haircut,” she says. “Everyone wanted * 
to do something for them .” 

We would like people to be aware.” 
Mrs. Moulton stated. “We welcome peo- 
ple to come visit us.

all stuffed up. was asked by an invisible 
voice to exhale through her nose onto a 
glass plate called the nasograph l 
have never seen or used an actual naso- 
graph and am beginning lo have serious 
doubts as to whether there is such an 
instrument > Within minutes alter 


plunging the tip of a plastic spray bottle 
of wonder medicine into her nose, main 
taining a calm, reassuring smile all the 
while the lady is easily able to virtually 
cover the entire nasograph with steam 
from her now cleared nasal passages 
The next era of anti-cold medication 
advertising was undoubtedly spawned 
by an advertising executive with shades 
of sadomasochistic thinking This genre 
of advertising usually depicted a gentle- 
man who looked like someone whose 
senior high school class voted him 
most likely to become an innocent bys- 
tander The advertisement pictures 
this unfortunate guy with three catas- 


trophes going on inside his head simul- 
taneously — a ball peen hammer pum 
moling the right % side of his brain: a 
frayed hemp rope pulling the two sides 
of his brain together and a thunder- 
storm deluging the left side of his brain 
with lightning thunder and rain It s ob-

The most recent generation of TV 
advertisements was written by college 
graduates who haven’t yet learned that 
an adjective is not composed of fourteen 


words hung together with a series of 
hypens It is difficult for me to even im 
agine the concept of a eoughv— 
sneezv— achy — itchy — dopey— grum- 
py — bumpy — lumpy — so— you— can — 
get— some— rest medicine This com 
mercial is another example of how the 
advertisers bet millions on bad gram- 
mer and poor logic — and win! 

Unfortunately, people have come to 
expect a pill or other nostrum to cure all 
their aches and pains My mother told 
me a long time ago When you have a 
cold if you don t lake medicine it lasts 
seven days If you do take medicine, it 
lasts a week The wisdom conveyed by 


this message is that although it is possi- 
ble to mildly alleviate some of the symp- 
toms of a cold by the use of medicines, 
nothing cures the cold except the pas- 
sage of time 

In truth, aspirin or Tylenol for mild 
fever, aches, and pains which accom- 
pany the common cold are as effective 
as any of the over-the-counter remedies. 
If symptoms besides cough, runny nose, 
mild fever and muscle aches develop, 
one should consult their doctor After all 
you may be developing something for 
which the cure is a . tonsillitis— bron- 
chitis— gastritis— pneumonia— so— 
you— can— get— some — rest medicine 


PCHA to offer free health check-ups 


Health screenings for persons age 60 
and over will be offered monthly at no 
charge by three hospitals of the Peoples 
Community Hospital Authority ( PCHA ) 
beginning in November 

The new program. Discover Hood 
Health, is being funded by an $80,041 
grant recently awarded to PCHA by the 
Out Wayne County Area Agency on Ag- 
ing. with Title III grant monies through 
the Older Americans Act 

PCHA is contributing a match of 
$12,945. mostly through in-kind services, 
to help fund the new program 

PCHA will be inviting persons 60 
years of age or older in out- Wayne Coun- 
ty to - Discover Good Health bv partici- 
pating in free health screenings and tak- 
ing advantage of health education, in- 


formation counseling and referral ser- 
vices 

The three hospitals initiating the prog- 
ram in November are Annapolis Hospit- 
al in Wayne Outer Drive Hospital in 
Lincoln Park and Heritage Hospital in 
Taylor The Authority plans to add a 
fourth facility Seaway Hospital in Tren- 
ton. to the program next spring 

The on-day health screenings will be 
offered at three locations monthly, 
either at the hospital sites or at a com 
munitv location. accessible to area 
senior citizens 

The first screening will take place at 
Outer Drive Hospital. 24600 W Outer 
Drive in Lincoln Park on Nov 11. from 
8:30 a m until 12 noon, and 1 to 4 p m 
Seniors should call for an appointment 
at 386-2000. extension 346 The screening 


In 1982 


process takes about an hour and a half to 
complete 

The schedule of future screening 
dates and locations is being determined 
Once the complete schedule is set. the 
information will be publicized through 
the media and senior citizen networks. 

The Authority will work with city and 
township governments and community 
agencies to maximize outreach to senior 
citizens in the 34 out-Wavne County com 
munities Many of the screenings will be 
held at senior citizen gathering places 
such as nutritional sites and community 
centers Agencies or individuals who 
want more information about the prog- 
ram can call 722-3308 

The program planners hope to service 
approximately 50 persons at each 
screening There is no other eligibility 
requirement other than the minimum 
age of 60. but special effort will be made 


to reach seniors with the greatest social 
and economic need for health service 
The health screenings will include 
tests for medical conditions such as 
hypertension, glaucoma and anemia 
Participants also will be given blood 
tests hearing and vision exams. TB skin 
tests and respiration checks, breast 
exam and urinalysis Follow-up 
counseling, health information, referral 
to medical resources and health promo 
tion information will also be compo- 
nents of the program 
PCHA is a multi-hospital health care 
system which owns and operates five 
hospitals in Southeast Michigan In 
addition to the hospitals mentioned ear- 
lier. a fifth facility Beyer Memorial 
Hospital , is located in Ynsilanti The Au- 
thority consists of 24 member communi- 
ties in southern and Western Wayne 
County and eastern Washtenaw County

WCGH to mark its 
150th anniversary 


GOING OUT 

OF 


Wayne County General Hospital will 
honor its 150th anniversary in 1982. and , 
plans have begun for a year long 
celebration peaking with a testimonial 
banquet in late spring or early summer, 
according to co-chairmen of a tempor- 
ary steering committee organizing fes- 
tivities for the event. 

Located at Michigan Avenue and 
Merriman Road in Westland , the hospit- 
al was established even before the State 
of Michigan was incorporated, and at 
one time encompassed acreage as far as 
one-third of a mile south, and to the 
north as far as Palmer Road. 

In the past, the hospital managed its 
own post office, fire station, and rail- 
road depot, an artificial lake, and a 
lighted softball diamond that was then 
one of only two in the state— the other at 
Traverse City. 

The hospital’s first x-ray machine and 
a functioning 50-year-old fire truck are 
among exhibits possibly featured in 
tentative open-house tours throughout 
next year, said Michael J Bradley, a 
committee co-chairman along with Pe- 
ter W McManus Both are members of 
the County Board of Institutions, the 
hospital governing body 
Bradley is a Ph d and prominent 
attorney, and former District Court 
Judge in Westland He and McManus 
have both been patients at Wayne Coun- 
ty General Hospital and both praise its 
development and quality of health care 
**I grew up in this area, in the shadow 
of the hospital.” emphasizes Bradley, 
•‘and me and my family have been 
appreciative patients ” As a youngster. 
Bradley played on the unique lighted 
softball diamond without realizing how 
special it was at the time, he said 
Very soon the temporary steering 
committee will solicit a permanent 
anniversary committee of numbers of 
other chief community leaders to guide 
the celebration activity, said McManus. 
“We want participation from across- 
the-community," he stressed “Theses- 
quicentennial will include affairs from 
formal black-tie dinner to outdoor picnic 
and fun contests for all ages ' Bradley 
added : 

• In all these years, the hospital has 
had numbers of doctors and numbers of 
patients who have since achieved 
national or international stature, and we 
will be calling upon them to point out the 
level of quality and expertise our institu- 
tion has acquired in 150 important 
years/* 


As a public facility mandated to treat 
the indigent, the hospital has been a 
long-time burden on financial resources 
of county government, but a recent 
agreement giving autonomy to hospital 
physicians is show ing signs of relief for 
the county budget 

At the hospital since 60 physicians 
there with County approval organized 
into a private firm contracting medical 
services, rather than working as em- 
ployees. revenues are up more than $5 
million and rising Patient bed-days are 
up more than 1000 monthly than in 1980, 
although the plan has been in effect only 
since July. 

"It appears to be a happy coincidence 
that the hospital is taking off towards 
financial independence in the year that 
w r e're celebrating a milestone.’ McMa- 
nus exclaimed While hospitals are 
closing all around, ours seems blessed 
with a rebirth.' 

Together with fun events in 1982 
celebrations, said Bradley, the hospital 
w ill display and emphasize w r hat he cal- 
led its exceptional * modern capability, 
one of the best of its kind in the nation 
He noted that the hospital is affiliated 
with the University of Michigan medical 
schc^l and is the emergency disaster 
center for western Wayne County, espe- 
cially for possible accidents at Detroit- 
Wayne CountyMetropolitan Airport 
We are on a level with the best places 
in the country for emergency treatment 
of any kind “ McManus declared, lean 
imagine only a few that can beat us in 
most areas.” 

Another aspect of the sesquicenten- 
nial will be to completely update and 
document the history of the hospital 
The most recent bound journal does not 
include the las! 50 years or thereabouts, 
although enough information is chroni- 
cled and available for printing when 
financing is sufficient

Although a fire leveled the church 
in October of 1978, members of the 
congregation of Community United 
Methodist Church of Romulus have 
managed to build anew their 
“house of the Lord.”

Our Senior Citizens — 
They Deserve Better 

Who's the forgotten 
citizen in today's society? 

Too often it’s the senior 
citizen or other persons 
living on fixed incomes. In 
a world of double-digit in- 
flation, shrinking services 
and soaring interest rates, 
our seniors and those on 
general assistance prog- 
rams have been left un- 
protected in too many inst- 
ances.

Glenn is one-away from grid crown 

Westlanders have upset-minded GO East next

Only one title obstacle remains in the 
path of Coach Chuck Gordon and his 
amazing John Glenn Football team — 
the Garden City East Panthers.

Todd Jennings 
added the point after to give Glenn their 
final 15-0 advantage. 

Forchione finished the game with 79 
yards rushing, while Jennings 
accounted for 96 as the Rockets rolled up 
280 yards on the ground. 

Wilson added 50 more yards through 
the air. completing three of six 
attempts. 


Gordon feels the offensive success of 
the team belongs to the assistants who 
handle the team — A1 Dobrovolec the 
Offensive Line Coordinator, and De- 
Luca , who does double duty handling the 
receivers Gordon himself handles the 
offensive backs 

“This team has been able to respond 
when they have had to. and that is why 
we are in the position we are now,” said 
Gordon. 

The team will travel to Garden City

Classified Ads as we know them today have evolved 
through a maze of time, ever searching for new routes by 
which people can communicate their wants to other people. 

Thus the journey had its beginning in the days of the 
Egyptian Pharaohs. Papyri have been found on which were 
inscribed a form of Classified — mostly advertising for the re- 
turn of runaway slaves. 

Naturally, the first full-fledged Classified ad. as it applies 
to newspapers, had to await the invention of the press by 
Johann Gutenberg in the mid-1400s. On June 28, 1660. King 
Charles II of England advertised in the Mercurious Politicos 


a long wag 

for the return of his dog. The ad read: 

LOST — A smooth black dog. less than a greyhound, 
belonging to the King’s Majesty. If anyone can give 
notice to His Majesty's servants, or to His Majesty's 
back stairs, he shall be well-rewarded. 

The first Classified ad to appear in the American press 
was in April of 1704 It was printed by John Campbell in his 
Boston Newsletter, and it invited readers to place small no- 
tices in the weekly newspaper. 

The New York Sun became the first newspaper to group 
the little ads together. This occurred about 1830.

The talents of Director David Steinberg and 
Reynolds seem wasted. 


‘Wait Until Dark’ 


opens in Plymouth 


There’s Burl Reynolds 
staring down from the ad 
for the movie with the 
provocative request, 
want you to have my 
baby.*' 

Judging from Burt 
Reynolds’ popularity, 
there are probably few 
women who would deny 
even so demanding a re- 
quest. Things are not 
quite so easy for him in 
the film, however, and 
his search for the “right 
woman” leads to a few 
(not many) comedic mo- 
ments and finaUy , to true 
love. 

They might even live 
happily ever after. How 
can you argue with a hap- 
py ending? 


With the ending I have 
no arguments. And the 
opening moments of the 
film are very clever and 
funny. It's what comes 
between that may cause 
the viewer to have a few 
derogatory comments. 

Burt Reynolds seems 
to have two personalities 
One is the pedal-to-the- 
metal car-crashing row- 
dy such as in “Smokey 
and the Bandit” and 
“Hooper.” The other is a 
quiet, shy, sensitive kind 
of guy, a touch introspec- 
tive, a bit humble. This is 
the Burt Reynolds of 

“The End” and “Start- 
ing Over.” and of his new 
film • Paternity.” 

Here Reynolds plays a 
highly successful New 
York executive. He’ssuc- 
cessful in business as 
he’s head of Madison 
Square Garden with a de- 
luxe office overlooking 
the arena, and he’s suc- 
cessful in love as he uses 
that plush office for . . . 
shall we say “man’s 
favorite sport 9 ” 

Yet, something is mis- 


sing. He’s getting a little 
old, 44. not bad. but as 
he looks back at his life 
he sees something’s mis- 
sing. He wants a son, an 
heir. 

Enter Beverly D‘ Ange- 
lo as a waitress/musician 
who would like to study in 
Paris but can’t afford it. 
Thus we have a peculiar 
form of 1980s Kismet, 
she’s a woman who needs 
money, while Reynolds 
has money and needs a 
child. 

Comedian David Stein- 
berg does a fine job 
directing, and Reynolds 
is as engaging as ever, 
but the script allows for 
too few laughs and too 
much predictability. As 
the woman Reynolds 
selects. D Angelo is a 
marvelous actress and 
the best thing about the 
recent misguided ‘Hon- 
ky Tonk Freeway,” but 
here she is spiritless and 
lackluster. 

As a pair, she and 
Reynolds simply don’t 
create the magic the film 
could definitely use.

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Winterize that outboard motor 


Detroit Youth eat re 
entertains specific 
groups each week 



Although you may be in the process of winterizing 
your outboard motor, that doesn’t mean the 
fishing season is over. Far from it! Fishing in the 
fall can produce some big catches. For more in- 
formation on the best bets for fall Fishing, write 
the Michigan Travel Bureau, P.O. Box 30226, 
Lansing, Michigan. 48909. 


One spring when a fishing buddy was preparing his 
boat for the fishing season, the first thing on his list was 
to take the outboard motor in for a tuneup 

But when the mechanic checked it over, he gave my 
buddy some bad news. He found that the whole lower 
unit had to be replaced, the valves needed to be re- 
ground, and a new carburetor was required, in addition 
to the tuneup He ended up paying ten times more than 
he expected to pay 

Why was all this necessary 0 The mechanic s answer 
was that my hapless buddy did not winterize his out- 
board motor 

You can bet he’ll do it this year And if your outboard 
motor is too big and heavy to remove from your boat and 
stash in your basement, you, too. better follow these 
steps: 

First, submerge the prop in water (the experts use a 
flush plate, but an oil drum or a trash can will work). 
Start the motor and spray rust preventing oil directly 
into the carburetor until it stalls. This will lubricate and 
protect all internal working parts 

Also, remove the spark plugs and spray the oil into the 
openings, then replace the plugs This will coat the 
cylinder walls and keep them from rusting or becoming 
ruined from freezing 

Restart the motor and run it for a few minutes to 
circulate the oil. Then disconnect the fuel line from the 
motor and let it run out of gas. Empty the fuel tank 

Then drain the lower unit . This is the part of the motor 
that hangs down the back of your boat and has a prop- 
eller on the bottom. The lower unit is full of grease, but 
it’s possible that water has seeped in and will freeze and 
cause problems if it is allowed to remain over the winter 
months When you’re sure all the water and old grease is 
out, refill it with fresh grease. 

This entire process can be completed in an hour or so. 
and you can rest assured your motor will be in top shape 
when you get it ready next spring 

Th^boat trailer should also be prepared for the lpng 
winter. Inspect your trailer thoroughly. Test each nut 
and bolt with a wrench to see if it has loosened Some- 


times bolts enlongate their holes and such a test will 
detect this problem . If you discover this has happened . a 
visit to a welding shop may be in order. 

Check the rubber rollers for smooth rotation IF they 
are hard to turn or are stuck, free them up now so they 
don’t get worse during the storage period Use rubber 
lubricant available at all auto supply stores 

Some boat owners like to raise the keel of their boats 
off the heel rollers with blocks of wood This prevents 
the weight of the boat from flattening the rollers while 
it’s in storage. 

Inspect the wheel bearings for adequate lubrication 
and signs of w ater If you find any trace of water. clean 
the bearings and check any bright surfaces for signs of 
rust pitting. If all is well, regrease and put it back 
together. 

It may also be a good idea to block up the trailer axle 
to relieve the tires of the weight of the trailer and boat. 
Some fishermen remove the wheels and store them in a 
cool, dark place to prolong tire life 

See if there’s any water inside the tail lights If there 
is, get it out now. The lamp sockets will corrode if the 
water is left over the winter. 

If you take your boat and trailer out of the garage 
during the winter (maybe to go on a fishing trip down 
South) , apply sealing compound where the wires enter 
the trailer lights to keep winter road salt from getting in 
and corroding the wire connections. 

Of course, the entire winterizing process should be 
repeated before returning home 

Don t forget the boat itself. If it has a flat floor, take 
pains to sponge out any and all water under the floor 
This is especially important if your boat is made of 
aluminum Water freezing in the hull can easily pop 
rivets and cause leaks. 

Remember, the fishermen who get out on the water 
earliest each spring are usually the ones who did the 
best job of preparing their rigs for winter storage. And 
you may save a lot of money, too. 

My buddy found this out the hard way.

Taxes will be reduced by half-mill

Despite an unexpected $3.3 million of 
unauthorized expenditures in the Sher- 
iff’s Department . Wayne County will not 
need to borrow this year to meet obliga- 
tions through the end of the current fis- 
cal year on Nov. 30. 

The announcement from the County 
Board of Auditors last week was also the 
time when the Auditors presented a new 
budget recommendation to the Board of 
Commissioners for the coming 1981-82 
fiscal year 

Other good news for 1982 includes a 
reduced levy for taxpayers — the ex- 
piring half mill that voters agreed to in 
1976 for a five-year duration for opera- 
tion and construction of a new jail now 
being built in downtown Detroit. 

It was the first time since 1979 that 
the county, be reasons that some claim 
mismanagement and others attribute to 
political pressure, was forced to borrow 
on anticipated tax revenue to cover ex- 
penses in the late, critical stages of the 
fiscal year. 

The County also borrowed again 
1980, and in both years some employee 
payrolls were delayed, although no 
more than 10 days, and some payments 
to vendors were temporarily postponed. 

None of that will occur this year, 
according to Board Chairman Samuel 
A. Turner. Auditor Ted Mrozowski and 
Budget Director Constantine Stathos. 
“Although we are not rich by any 
means, our cash flow position is sub- 
stantially improved this year, that we 
expect no need to borrow,” Turner 
emphasized. 


* * We are completely up-to-date on ven- 
dor payments and see no problems with 
employee payrolls,” said Stathos He 
added: “And we expect this good posi- 
tion to continue next year and in ensuing 
years.” 

Mrozowski and Stathos said the stron- 
ger cash flow position is due mainly to 
deferment of cost-of-living allowances 
negotiated with Council 25 of the Amer- 
ican Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees — an agreement 
likely to be demanded from all County 
workers, including the Commissioners 
themselves — and increased use of beds 
and collections at the County General 
Hospital. 

The deferred COLA payments, in 
effect a postponement until February 
amounts to about $5.2 million put aside 
this fiscal year It will amount to more 
when and if the deferment is applied to 
other workers. both union represented 
and non-represented. and elected offi- 
cials. 

At the hospital, since 60 physicians 
there with County approval organized 
into a private firm contracting medical 
services, revenues are up more than $4.5 
million and rising. Patient bed-days are 
more than 1000 monthly than in 1980. The 
plan has been operational only since 
July 

The proposed new' budget totals $285.9 
million, which is $15 4 million less than 
the current year appropriation of $301 2 
million, and will be funded by an esti- 
mated $157.7 million in non tax revenues 
and $128.2 million in general property 
taxes

During the 1980-81 fiscal year, the Van Buren Public Schools operated a 
minimally adequate K-12 eduactional program serving some 7,189 students 
(13 nonresidents). 2 r ; fewer than the 7,349 (7 nonresident) enrolled during 
1979-80 Of the fourteen buildings in the district . i 1 were used for instructional 
purposes , one for administration . and two were rented or leased for other than 
public school purposes, unchanged from the previous year The district em- 
ployed 311 full time equated classroom teachers in its 336 classrooms, down 
from the 328 5 teachers employed during 1979-80 The minimum teacher's 
salary for the year was $13,797. while the maximum was $30,005, as compared 
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with $12,514 and $27,215, respectively, for 1979-80. Total funds spent for salar- 
ies of classroom teachers amounted to $6,656,814. down from $6,847,527 the 
previous year due to staff reduction and reclassification The ratio of students 
to certificated staff rose from 22 4 1 for 1979-80 to 23 1 1 for 1980-81 The 

ending General Fund balance for 1980-81 of a deficit of $190,029 represented 
only a slight deterioration in the fiscal well-being of the district as the fund 
equity of $691,424 for 1979-80 included contingency funds for retroactive em- 
ployee salaries 

It is recommended for the 1981-82 year that adequate state and local revenues 


be sought to avoid deficit financing and to regain necessary educational and 
support programs, that disposal be made of excess district real properties 
that greater energy efficiency be achieved through material and procedura 
changes, that an elementary school building be closed due to declining pupil 
enrollment, that funds be sought for adequate building roof repair and re- 
placement. and that research and analysis continue toward the end of operat- 
ing both instructional and support services within the district as effectively 
and efficiently as possible during a period of severely inadequate state finan- 
cial support
